A large representation of Co- 


vina's merchants and business- 
men met in the city hall Tues- 
day evening to talk over prob- 
lems affecting the business in- 
terests of the city, the meeting 
being called by joint commit- 
tees frpm the chamber of-com- 
merei'j Rotary and Lions clubs, 
with R. W. Burns acting as 
chairman. 


Following an introduction of the 


attending business men, there was 
an informal discussion of various 
problems especially confronting the 
merchants. Parking on Citrus ave- 
nue came in for a large share of the 
remarks, many suggestions as to how 
to best solve the problem being pre- 
sented during the course of the dis- 
cussion, one that received consid- 
erable support being that there be 
limited tune spaces arranged in each 
block so that visiting shoppers might 
be able to secure parking space 
while doing their shopping. It was 
also pointed out that much available 
space is now being taken by mer- 
chants and their employees and that 
if these cars were parked on the 
side streets it would help to avoid 
the congestion. 


The question of business licenses 


was also brought up, many, of those 
present expressing the opinion thai 
the city should demand higher li- 
1 r"""i 'frbni itinerant salesmen anc 
its and"""'that' delivery trucks 


calling on the retail trade shoulc 
pay a higher license in order to pro- 
tect Covina producers. 


After there had been a free dis- 


cussion of the need for concertec 
action on the part of the merchants 
Chairman Burns stated that the 
meeting had been called for the pur- 
pose of forming some sort of an or- 
ganization that would bring the 
business interests of the city into a 
group whereby these and other 
problems could be taken care of 
The chamber of commerce, he said 
was anxious to be of help in any 
way possible and the committee: 
from the thr<?? eivin organizations 
after considering the question fron 
all angles, had decided that it wouk 
be best to make a readjustment o 
the chamber of commerce in such a 
way that it would include a depart- 
ment especially for the retail mer- 
chants and that these merchants be 
represented on the chamber boarc 
of directors. 


Called on to state the aims of the 


chamber of commerce and its work 
H. E. Milliken told of some of the 
accomplishments of the chamber in 
the past, much of it being a revela- 
tion to many of the merchants pres- 
ent. The chamber, he said, had been 
supported by a very small group 
who had given liberally of their tim 
and money in the interest of the city 
and they would welcome any oppor 
tunity to be of service to the retai 
merchants, 
and several 
of thei 


board membei_ had expressed 
willingness to resign their position^ 
so that the merchants could be rep 
resented on the board. 


J. L. Matthews, representing th 


chamber, also told of the work th 
organization had done in the pas 
and suggested that a committee o 
eleven retail merchants be selected 
as a part of the chamber of com- 
merce to meet at regular intervals 
and formulate plans that could be 
backed and pushed by the main or- 
ganization. 


Calling for expressions in rotation 


around the room, it was the unani- 
mous opinion that the chamber of 
commerce should be supported and 
that the committee should report 
back to that organization with the 
request that a plan be presented at 
a future meeting which would in- 
clude a division given over entirely 
to the interests of the merchants. 
This meeting will be called as soon 
as the reorganization plan can be 
perfected.

In the Covina union high schoo 
istrict, the total cost per pupil wai 
hown to be $169.53. Thruout thi 
wenty-five high school districts the 
ost varied from $255.87 per pupi 
n the El Segundo district down t 
108.69 for the Compton high schoo 
district. 


Of the $78.85 that it cost to edu 


cate each elementary pupil in th 
elementary district, $59.70 was fo 
instructional expense and $19.15 wa 
for "other,.expanses."

From 
this point west the contemplated 
route would parallel the south city 
limits of Azusa to Irwindale avenue, 
it was disclosed Wednesday with'the 
filing of a suit hi eminent domain hi 
Los Angeles county superior court. 
Forty-nine parcels of foothill prop- 


erty are to be taken by right pf 
eminent domain for the towering 
transmission line that the metro- 
politan city hopes to be receiving 
energy from this fall. The 80-page 
complaint names some 200 or more 
defendants, 
including 
individuals, 


San Gabriel valley and Los Angeles 
banks, title companies, the county 
of Los Angeles, and the state of 
California. No municipal area is tra- 
versed by the line, plans for which 
were drawn up last November, ac- 
cording"^ eJaboraSrTSaJjs accom- 
>anylng the complaint as exhibits. 


It is said that the towers will be 
44 feet high and be spaced 90 feet 
part, and that the view to the 


mountains in many places will be 


iru a maze of wires and steel tow- 
rs. The height of the towers will 
>e approximately that of a twelve- 
:ory building.

Aviation Course 


to Be Given at 


Evening School 


A ten-weeks' course in the field 


of commercial aviation is organized 
at Covina evening high school, the 
first session being held on Thursday, 
February 21, at 7 p. m. in the science 
lecture room. This project is not 
planned with the intention of pro- 
ducing pilots or aviation mechanics, 
but to impart general information 
pertaining to the aviation industry. 


The course will consider the his- 


tory of aviation, the fundamental 
scientific principles on which avia- 
tion is based, the construction of the 
airplane, and the function of its va- 
rious parts. Some attention will be 
devoted to various types of airplane 
engines and the particular merits of 
each. Meteorology, navigation and 
current practices in air mail and 
passenger transport will be thor- 
oughly treated. The course will close 
with a consideration of the federal 
supervision of the aircraft industry 
and the licensing of pilots. 


Covina is unusually fortunate in 


securing Willard L. Staples as an 
instructor. Mr. Staples is supervisor 
of the mechanical arts department 
at Pomona junior college. During 
the summer vacations he is super- 
visor of the teacher training courses 
put on by the Curtis-Wright air 
service at Glendale. He holds fed- 
eral licenses thru the department of 
commerce as airplane mechanic, air- 
plane engine mechanic, and instruc- 
tor for teachers in approved federal 
schools. He is a licensed transport 
pilot and an ensign in the U. S. 
naval reserve. He has several hun- 
dred hours flying experience. 


Mr. Staples will make of. this 


course a discussion project. Any 
interested adults are eligible to at- 
tend and participate in the activi- 
ties of the project.

Florida Citrus 


Situation Said 
to Be Depressed 


Henry Damerel, senior member 


of the firm of Damerel & Allison, 
itrus shippers, and a grower in the 
Jovina valley for the past forty-one 
ears, delivered an illuminating ad- 
.ress before the members of the Co- 
•ina Rotary club, yesterday, dealing 
vith his personal observations on 
he citrus situation now existing in 
lorida. 
He has recently returned from an 


extended trip through the citrus 
districts of Florida and his conclu- 
sions as to the effect of the late 
reeze on the present and future 
marketing conditions was of keen in- 
terest to his listeners, the majority 
of whom were orange growers. He 
said in part: 


"Upon arriving in Florida the enc 


of October, we found every citrus 
tree in the state doing its full duty 
Had; they bejej^_sgared__the_wide_- 
spread damage -by "frostf* Florida 
would have marketed the largest 
crop in history by several million 
boxes. 
Climatic conditions were 


ideal for the crop until October. 
Up to that time they had sixty inches 
of rain, well distributed—since then 
drought and freeze. 


"This cold wave was strikingly 


different from previous cold in Flor- 
ida. 
Usually it has been considered 


necessary that other states 
north 


should be bitter cold in order that a 
iigh pressure area could get so far 
south with such temperatures. 
In 


his cold, the center of the high pres- 
sure, according to the map, was over 
:he Gulf of Mexico and 
moved 


straight cast. There were temper- 
atures as low and exposed places in 
vegetable patches that were below 
any south of the Ohio river. 


"The damage to the growers in 


Florida is a major catastrophy; tree 
damage js severe over a wide area 
and next year's crop will be very 
materially cut. A letter just receiv- 
ed from a grower there says that 
many thousands of acres of trees are 
out of commission, and the writer 
further states that he cannot see 
where they can have the same pro- 
duction for ten years on account of 
the loss of young trees and the eco- 
nomic strain on the growers. 


"Many things have happened dur- 


ing the past seven years to discour- 
age and dishearten the Florida and 
Texas citrus growers. 
The citrus 


trees in both states recover rapidly 
from setbacks, and they will con- 
tinue to compete with California. 
In this state our hope and safety lies

of Little Dalton 


Citizens who recently made a fer- 


vent plea to the board of supervis- 
ors for the improvement of Little 
Dalton wash at Broadway, south of 
Azusa, were notified this week that 
there is nothing that can be done 
about it at the present time. 


Notification came in a reply to a 


letter from A. B. Ingram and seven 
other residents, filed with the super- 
visors early last month.

When a person gets in so deep with a bank 


that the loans seem hopeless of collection, 
the situation is often better temporarily than 
it may be with those who have managed to 
meet obligations. Fear that all will be lost if 
credit is not continued protects to a certain 
extent the person nearing insolvency, while 
he who has met obligations is liable to be 
penalized by the general withdrawal of credit. 


This condition might describe Governor 


Merriam's position at the present time. The 
state is deeply involved. It is necessary, in 
fact, imperative, that it be kept going. Any- 
one capable of thinking at all knows that the 
governor and the legislature cannot devise 
methods of clearing this situation, but can 
only hope to keep going. Curiously enough, 
when the situation is generally understood 
the clamor and pressure begins to subside. 
It is quite probable that Governor Merriam 
will experience more sane help in his admin- 
istration than has been the case in recent 
regimes. 


The governor is already acquiring a strong, 


thoughtful following from ranks outside his 
party. The greater the danger, the more 
solidarity can be expected. The governor has 
recently received very favorable reactions to 
his general program. The state can be kept, 
a going concern if people generally recognize 
the gravity of the situation.
